Trapped in a flaming hell of high-explosive gas, 38 
persons were listed as known dead today in the crash of 
the mammoth, silver-painted Zeppelin Hindenburg at 4:2 
o'clock, MLS.T., last night at Lakehurst, NJ. The tragedy, 
striking with lightning swiftness as the giant craft hung 
200 feet aloft, preparing to moor at the end of its 21st 
voyage across the North Atlantic, left 65 surviv ors—many 
of them terribly burned and injured. Twenty-seven bodies 
had been recovered at dawn.
